WASHINGTON UH — The new 
cham pion dissenter of the Supreme 
Court is Justice Douglas, the jurist 
who got into the international spot­ 
light m ost recently by granting a 
last-m inute atay In the Rosenberg 
spy case. 
Official figures released today 
show Douglas wrote 35 dissenting 
opinions, in the court’s regular and 
special term s just ended. He also 
cast 19 dissenting votes without 
writing explanatory opinions.

Flam es, feeding on the shellac 
in thousands of phonograph re c -1 
ords, quickly broke through the 
roof of the three-story brick build­ 
ing. Brilliantly lighted skies at- j 
tracted a crowd of m ore than 7,000 ; 
persons. 
Deputy Fire Commissioner Paul 
B. Hartenstein hinted the rash of, 
fires could be the work of a fire­ 


bug. Last night’s fire also was the 
third m ulti-alarm blaze on Broad 
Street in 28 hours. 
200 Fight Blase 
More than 200 firemen fought the 
fire in the building owned by David 
Rosen, Inc., distributors of juke 
boxes, coin m achines and phono­ 
graph records. 
A passing police car discovered 
the blaze on the second floor of the 
building and turned in the first 
alarm . 
There were no Injuries and no 
im m ediate estim ate of dam age. 
Meanwhile, a board of inquiry 
has ruled that the collapse of a 
five-story warehouse in a seven- 
alarm fire in North Philadelphia 
Monday was caused by structural 
defects and not sabotage. 
Chief Police Inspector Albert E 
Dubois 
said yesterday that the 
board—consisting of police officials 
and agents of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation—ruled out sabo­ 


tage as a possible cause of the col­ 
lapse of the Alba W arehouse Com­ 
pany’s building and the subsequent 
fire.

The FBI had been called into the 
picture 
because 
the 
warehouse 
contained 4,000 tons of governm ent 
owned crude rubber and 2,000 tons 
of tannin extract, a m aterial used 
rn tanning leather and in making 
certain m edical products. The gov­ 
ernm ent property was stored in 


the warehouse on a lease arrange­ 
ment. 
Dubois said cause of the blase 
had not been determ ined, despite 
the rejection of the sabotage an­ 
gle.
